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After Cairo meeting 

Murphy to Ammap 
in surprise move

AMMAN (Reuter). - U.S. envoy 
Richard Murphy flew back to Jordan 
last night for more talks on a prop- 
osed dialogue between Washington 
and a joint Palestinian-Jordainan 
'team. 

■' Murphy, who earlier met Egyp- 
tian officials in Alexandria, met 
Jordanian Prime Minister Zaid al- 
Rifa’i over dinner. 

Rifa’i tokl a press conference ear- 
lier yesterday that some progress 
had been made in Murphy’s first 
round of talks here last week, but no 
agreement had been reached. 

Rifa'i said that the U.S. bad not 
formally insisted that a meeting with 
a Jordanian-Palestiman team lead to 
direct talks with Israel. 

“As far as we're concerned, there 
has been no American insistence 
that this dialogue should lead to 
./Jirect negotiations," with Israel, 
■ Rifa'i said. “We know absolutely 
nothing formally and officially." 


U.S. officials have repeatedly 
assured Israel - which opposes the 
planned meeting - that it will not 
take part unless the talks are aimed 
at direct Arab-Israeli negotiations. 

“We are not bound by the con- 
tents of such exchanges, if they did 

take place....” Rifa'i said. “And if, 
God forbid, there should be such 
conditions, this would be rejected.” 

He said Jordan awaits Washing- 
ton's final response to names’ of 
seven Palestinians pot forward for 
the joint team as well as a mutually 
acceptable date for the proposed 
meeting. 

He declined to list the candidates, 
from which the U.S. is to choose 
four, but said: “We are waiting for 
the U.S. to accept die names as well 
as a mutually acceptable date for die 
dialogue... We will not submit any 
other names,” he said.

Peres issues threat 
to have Patt ‘fired’

TEL AVTV. - Prime Minister Peres 
reportedly “threatened to fire" Sd- 
-c. eoce and Development Minister Gi- 
deon Patt over the weekend because 
of his pronouncements against the 
government's economic plan. But no 
■ action has yet been taken. (See Patt 
5 . interview. Page 3.) 

Patt's criticism in weekend inter- 
views with Israel Radio and Yediot 
Aharonot will probably come up in 
- today's weekly cabinet session. 
Peres is expected to demand that 
Patt immediately cease his 
onslaughts on the economic plan or 
resign from the cabinet. '' 

Sources dose to Peres say that he 
will not content himself with an oral 
rebuke, but will demand that Patt 
undertake to refrain from attacks on 
i govermnetft policy. . - • 

Sources dose to Peres and Fi- 
nance Minister Moda’i, Part’s arch- 
rival in the Liberal Party, reported 
last night that Peres wants Patt ont of 
the cabinet. They reported that after 
having heard Patt’s radio interview 
Friday night, an irate Peres phoned 
Moda’i and considered the idea of 
“sacking” Patt. 


Peres also asked Vice Premier 
Shamir, as the Likud's senior cabinet 
member, to call Patt to order. Shar 
mir promised to take the matter up 
with Patt “and to seek clarifica- 
tions,” sources said. 

But Peres (fid not discuss sacking 
Patt in his talk with Shamir. 

It is highly unlikely that Peres 
could employ any sanction against 
Patt without bringing down his gov- 
ernment and it is doubted in Labour 
that he would want to do so on such a 
pretext. Under the terms of the 
national unity government’s coali- 
tion agreement Peres cannot get rid 
of a Likud minis ter. Shamir is also 
unlikely to take any action against 
Patt, because doing so would mean 
siding with Moda'i against all the 
other Liberal ministers. 

Asher WaUfish adds: 

After P£res bn Friday morning 
read Patt’s interview in Yediot Ahar- 
onoi , he called Patt and rebuked him 
sharply for having undermined pub- 
lic confidence in the stability of the 
shekel at a time when the economic 
programme is beginning to restore 
confidence. 

Patt told Peres that the newspaper 
had misquoted him.

Car bomb kills 50 in Beirut market 


|JEIRUT (AP). - A car packed with 
an estimated 250 kilos of dynamite 
exploded .outside a supermarket 
crowded with weekend shoppers in a 
Christian suburb of Beirut yester- 
day, slaughtering more than 50 peo- 
ple and wounding 100. police said. 

They said five bodies were re- 
trieved from the Mediterranean 
hours after the bombing. They had 
been hurled 300 metres across the 
coastal highway into the sea by the 
force of the blast. 

Fifteen mutilated corpses were 
dug out from the Melki Supermar- 
ket's basement storeroom eight 
hours after the blast, and a search for 
other victims continued well after 

nightfall. 

Rescue workers said they believed 
there still were people trapped under 
debris in the three-storey supermar- 
ket, but declared there was no hope 
of finding survivors. 

Most of the casualties were 
women. Police also said several chil- 
dren accompanying their mothers 
were among the shun. Eighty of the 
wounded were hospitalized, with 30 
reported in serious condition, police 
said. 

Most of the bodies were charred 
beyond recognition. Some were 
dragged out in pieces and put in 
plastic bags. 

TBe-blast turned about 50 autcS ib 
the parking lot into blazing pyres. A . 
(Hilar of blade smoke towered above 
the Antelias district on the main 
coastal highway running through 
East Beirut. 

* Rescue teams in safety helmets, 
their faces blackened by smoke, 
took four hoars to reach an under- 
ground storeroom where several 


people died choking on the acrid 
smoke. “We have no hope of finding 
any more survivors.” one grim-faced 
civil-defense worker said. 

Scores of people, including 
women and children, screamed for 
help from balconies and windows 
when they were trapped in apart- 
ments by the fire on the two upper 
Boots of the building 

Firemen and Christian militiamen 
in combat fatigues rescued them 
with fire-engine ladders as walking 
wounded, dazed and with blood 
streaming from cuts, staggered 
through foe smoke on the debris- 
strewn sidewalk. 

Prime Minister Rashid Karameh. 
a Moslem, described the bombers as 
“wild beasts.. .who have no blood 
running in their veins.” 

The threat of retaliation in a crisis 
running increasingly out of control 
seemed likely to plunge war- 
battered Beirut into another spasm 
of savage anarchy. 

Sectarian fighting flared a week 
ago after a month-long lull. Police 
said at least 51 people have been 
killed an dm ore than 260 wounded in 
the daily battles that have engulfed 
much of the divided Lebanese capit- 
al. 

Another 65 have been killed and 
nearly 220 wounded in the car r 
bombingc. '.in .foe. last .week . Fifteen 
people, several of them children, 
were killed when a Mercedes packed 
with an estimated 200 kilos of nail- 
studded TNT and mortar shells ex- 
ploded outside an apartment block 
in the low-income Sadd el- 
Boushrieh area on Wednesday.

New surge in detentions as 
West blasts Botha’s speech

JOHANNESBURG. - Police said 
yesterday they shot and killed two 
black men in rioting and detained 
152 people in one of the largest 
one-day sweeps since the state of 
emergency went into effect July 21. 

Also, police statistics released 
since Thursday showed a surge in 
detentions, though a department 
spokesman refused to elaborate 
beyond issuing the latest number 
being held. On Thursday, foe num- 
ber was said by police to be 746. That 
jumped to 938 yesterday. 

Unofficial tabulations show that 
despite foe emergency powers, riot- 
ing persists and more, people are 
being killed every day now than 
before July 21. Not since foe first 
days of the emergency had police 
detained so many people in a single 
24-hour period, according to police 
statistics. 

The latest deaths reported yester- 
day came as black rioting against 
apartheid flared anew in isolated 
areas, following President B.W. 
Botha’s speech on Thursday which 
■ fiiikvf to announce hopedfbr rdbnns. 

The Cape Town area homes of 
two “coloured," or mixed-race, 
members of the country’s segregated 
parliament were hit by petrol 
bombs, but no one was wounded and 
damage was slight, neighbours and 
local reporters said. 

A police spokesman said that riot- 
ing broke out late Friday and early 
yesterday east and west of Johannes- 
burg, in foe Cape Province at foe 
south of the country, and in Natal, 
the province on South Africa’s Indi- 


an Ocean coast. The unrest was 
largely confined to black neighbour- 
hoods, the spokesman said. 

In Washington foe administration 
of President Reagan publicly wel- 
comed foe speech as “an important 
statement,” but privately there was 
disappointment that it foiled to sig- 
nal a rapid dismantling of segrega- 
tionist laws. 

A top-level Reagan administra- 
tion official, asked if it was fair to 
characterize the U.S. reaction to the 
speech as “disappointment,” re- 
plied, “yes.” 

A statement read to reporters by 
Robert McFarlane, the President’s 
National Security Adviser, said, 
“We hope that the steps President 
Botha has outlined will advance foe 
end of apartheid.” 

But in an NBC interview, McFar- 
lane said he thought the South Afri- 
can government should release un- 
prisoned blade leader Nelson Man- 
dela, and he told Cable News Net- 
work he was disappointed that the 
state of emergency had not been 
lifted. 

Britain, die largest foreign inves- 
tor in South Africa, effectively ruled 
out on Friday any change in its 
oppos i tion to sanctions and said it 
still believes Pretoria was embarked 
on a process oi reform. 

The Foreign Office said Botha’s 
speech on foe country's political fu- 
ture requires careful study and clar- 
ification.

A spate of violent incidents pla- 
gued foe West Bank this weekend, 
with buses and private vehicles being 
stoned and fired on, and security 
forces taking retaliatory and preven- 
tive measures against suspected per- 
petrators. 

A roadside bomb went off on 
Friday morning next to Beit Hagai in 
foe Hebron Hills region as a local 
resident drove by. The driver was not 
hurt but his car was damaged. Near 
foe scene of the explosion, a letter in 
Hebrew was found warning that 
each time the old market in Hebron 
is closed, a retaliatory action can be 
expected. As a result of foe bomb- 
ing, security forces closed off the 
nearby village of Kalkas. 

Also on Friday morning, four 
houses in the village of Ein Bet 
ai-Ma, belonging to persons sus- 
pected of throwing firebombs at cars 
on tire Tulkann-Nablus road were 
sealed. Military sources said that the 
four had confessed to throwing a 
bomb at a Border Police patrol 
which resulted in the wounding of 
two Border Policemen. 

Troops also dosed off the town of 
Kalkflya on Friday after a number 83 
Dan bus on its way to foe settlement 
of Alfei Menashe was fired on. An 
unknown number of passengers was 
wounded. 

Assailants on Thursday fired at 
and wounded the mukhtar (head- 
man) of the Balata refugee camp. He 
was taken to hospital for treatment 
and is reportedly recovering. 


In Israel proper, a private vehicle 
was stoned oa Friday evening near 
the village of Majdal Krum. No one 
was injured and the vehicle was only 
slightly damaged. 

The car’s owner drove to foe Car- 
mid police and lodged a complaint, 
claiming that the culprits were young 
boys selling grapes on foe side of the 
road. A police patrol arrived at the 
scene, and when the boys spied it, 
they fled. Two of the boys were later 
apprehended. 

This was the second time in 48 
hours a private Israeli vehicle was 
stoned near Majdal Krum. A bus 
carrying soldiers was also stoned 
there in the middle of last week. 

The head of the village local coim- 
cii was summoned to Carmiel police 
headquarters and told to warn vil- 
lage residents to cease rock- 
throwing. Village boys were also 
forbidden to sell grapes on foe road.

Prime Minister Zaid Al-Rifa’i 
yesterday denied Israeli allegations 
that Palestinian terrorists are using 
Jordan as a base to launch attacks on 
Israel. 

“This is not true. The allegation is 
a cheap attempt to explain away 
increased resistance in the occupied 
tenitoiy," he told a press confer- 
ence. 

Rifa’i said resistance attacks are 
not being directed from Jordan and 
Israel knows this. * 


Lowest-paid workers soon to be exempt from Nil payments.

TEL AVIV. - Starting with this 
month’s wages, to be paid early next 
month, foe lowest strata of wage 
earners will be exempted from 
National Insurance payments. This 
was decided at a meeting between 
Finance Minister Moda'i and Hk- 
tadrut Secretary-General Kessar on 
Friday. 

Tax brackets, children’s grams 
and welfare points will also be ad- 
justed In line with inflation next 
month, rather than in October, the 
participants in the meeting decided. 

However, foe Histadrut .failed to 
elidt Moda’i’s agreement to several 
other demands, primarily a 5 per 
cent tax rebate for all those who pay 
income tax at source, and inflation 
adjustment of wage allowances such 


as those for dothing and travel. 
Moda’i also opposed grade and 
seniority adjustments during the ini- 
tial three months of foe govern- 
ment's economic programme. 

The exemption from Nil pay- 
ments will apply to workers whose 
wages do not qualify them for the 
lowest income-tax bracket of 20 per 
cent. The measure will not deprive 
them of any Nil benefits, and their 
net wages are expected to increase 
by 53 percent. 

Histadrut economists have esti- 
mated that foe adjustment of tax 
brackets with this month's wages will 
mean an average increase in net 
wages of 10 per cent next month. 

Moda’i and Kessar are expected to 
meet again this week in an attempt to 
reach agreement on die. issues that 
remain in dispute after Friday's 


meeting, Histadrut sources said on 
the weekend. 

The Civil Service Union 
threatened on Friday to suspend 
negotiations over public-sector man- 
power reductions if foe government 
continues hiring workers from out- 
ride foe union's ranks for work in foe 
income-tax department and the 
Labour and Welfare Ministry. 

In telegrams to Moda’i and Gvil 
Service Commissioner Avraham 
Natan, union secretary Reuven Ben- 
Ami demanded that all new workers 
be drawn from the ranks of those 
slated for dismissal, even if that 
necessitates professional retraining- 
. The national works committee of 
income-tax employees and foe 
labour and welfare division of foe 
Civil Service Union have announced 
that they will oppose foe hiring of

300 new tax workers and workers for 
the ministry's professional retraining 
department until the dispute is re- 
solved. 

The Clerical Workers Union on 
Friday declared the proposed strike 
by the Local Authorities Union illeg- 
al, and said that all workers would 
arrive for work as usual tomorrow. 
The local authorities intend striking 
tomorrow in protest against what 
they say is the Treasury’s failure to 
provide them with funding. 

“ Union deputy secretary Moshe 
Beit-Dagan said that the union 
opposes the plans to prevent muni- 
cipal employees from working by 
compelling them to accept organized 
leave. The workers reject the 
attempt to use them as a pawn in the 
dispute between the local authorities 
and the Treasury, he added.

Police said tire explosives were in a 
parked sedan. It was initially identi- 
fied as a Mercedes, but police .later 
said the car was an American make. 

Explosives experts said after ex- 
amining foe remains of the auto that 
foe bomb was apparently detonated 
by remote control. The blast gouged 
a* crater one metre deep and four 
metres wide in the street. 

Screaming Christian militiamen 
cleared paths for ambulances 
through traffic by firing their auto- 
matic rifles in all directions. Police 
said two people were wounded in the 
gunfire. 

The car-bombing, the second in 
East Beirut this week, came after a 
night of heavy artillery and rocket 
barrages by Christian and Moslem 
militias 

The bombardment was heaviest in 
Christian neighbourhoods in East 
Beirut and north along foe coast 
towards the port of Jounieh. The 
Christian Voice of Lebanon Radio 
said the area was “pulverized by 
rockets" for five hours. 

But authorities said they had no 
reports of casualties. That apparent- 
ly was because the shelling began, 
late at night when the streets were 
deserted, and war-wise Beirutis 
spent foe night in basements and 
bunkers. 

Commanders of foe Lebanese 
forces militia, the Christians’ main 
fighting machine, blamed Moslems 
for foe car-bombings and vowed to 
“avenge foe blood of our innocent 
victims.”

Prime Minister Peres and De- 
fence Minister Rabin today will 
adamantly resist demands by 
Likud ministers to permit Jews to 
occupy the house in the old Heb- 
ron market which is the site of a 
sit-in by Tehiya Knesset Mem- 
bers. 

Peres topk pains on Friday to 
check with the appropriate legal au- 
thorities that foe house from which 
Kiryat Arba settlers had been 
evicted earlier by foe IDF is not part 
of foe Jewish Quarter and was not 
one of foe properties approved by 
various governments for the settle- 
ment. 

Peres and Rabin will contend, 
should the Likud minis ters initiate a 
debate on foe issue, that Jewish 
occupation of foe pro petty. infringes 
on foe status quo. 

They will also contend that the 
purchase, as well as foe occupancy, 
of foe building is illegal. 

While condemning foe Knesset 
members' sit-in, Rabin will not 


advocate using force to evict them. 
But he will warn that any settlers 
trying to return to foe house will be 
prevented by soldiers. 

In the inner cabinet this after- 
noon, Vice-Premier Shamir is ex- 
pected to protest the IDF expulsion 
of the Kiryat Aiba settlets from the 
building. Minister without Portfolio 
Ezer Weizman is expected to call fb.f 
the expulsion of foe Knesset Mem- 
bers who came to squat there subse- 
quently. (See Weizman interview, 
page 3.) 

The controversy may also come up 
beforehand in foe regular cabinet 
session. 

Tehiya MKs Eliezer Waldman. 
Geula Cohen and Gershon Shafat 
yesterday spent their thrd day in the 
old five-room apartment, to press 
the government to allow Jewish set- 
tlement there. They expect Industry 
Minister Ariel Sharon to visit them 
this morning on his way to foe 
cabinet meeting. 

As a result of foe sit-in, the old 
market remained closed to non- 
residents and troops guarded entr- 
ances to foe area.

Vice Premier Shamir has blasted 
what be called the “witch hunt" 
being waged in the media against 
land purchasers in Judea and Samar- 
ia. . 

Speaking at a public meeting at 
Ganei Tikva on Friday, Shamir 
warned against turning suspicions 
concerning certain land purchases 
into a means of preventing the Zion- 
ist act of redeeming land. 

- Shamir .was speaking against the 
background- of a growing scandal 
surrounding West Bank land purch- 
ases. The latest move came late last 
week when wealthy Arab business- 
man Ahmad Uda, considered a key 
figure in the West Bank land sales 
scandal, was arrested. He is still in 
police custody. 

“Be careful, don’t touch land re- 


demption!” Shamir called. “The 
police, even when it investigates cri- 
minal acts, must consider .the nation- 
al interest. .Criminal suspicions must 
be investigated, but no policeman or 
officer must be influenced by those 
defeatists who want to harm settle- • 
ment.” • 

Shamir said that it was never sim- 
ple to buy Land from Arabs, and in 
many cases the process was accom- 
panied by threats and murders. 
“Sometimes tricks and schemes' 
were Jneeded and nricohvetitional 
means used to purchase and redeem 
land, it is intolerable that the inves- 
tigation of isolated cases, of land 
purchases should turn into a general 
witch hunt on all foe land purchases 
in Judea and Samaria, with the aim 
of preventing fins Zionist mission," 
Shamir said. . ^

The lien has made it impossible for 
the religious council to pay for fuel 
for ritual baths. Suppliers have in- 
formed the council they will soon 
stop providing their goods and ser- 
vices. The municipal slaughter- 
house, whose kashrut supervisors

After .67 days of proceedings, a ! 
Duesseldorf court ruled that Wisner 
killed at least two inma tes of the 
Riga-Kaiserwald concentration 
camp, where be was a guard. In one 
case the killing was done by injecting 
gas into the body of the inmate. 

Wisner had been sentenced to six 
years in prison in 1983. But a Federal 
West German court declared that 
verdict invalid on technical grounds. 

Five arrested at 
Sabbath demonstration 

Five- people were arrested at a~ 
demonstration yesterday on Rehov 
Yam Suf in Jerusalem’s Ramot 
Eshkol neighbourhood. 

The demonstration, for which a 
police permit had been issued, was' 
organized by members of the 
Citizens Rights Movement and the 
Shinui Party in cooperation with 
secular residents of Ramat Eshkol in 
protest against closing the road to 
traffic on the Sabbath. 

Opposing the demonstration were 
several dozen ultra-Orthodox Jews, 
two of whom were arrested for 
throwing rocks and bottles at the 
police who were protecting the de- 
monstrators. 

Two women were also arrested, 
one for spitting at the police and 
another for throwing rocks. A youth 
who antagonized one of the police- 
men was also arrested.

The IDF disciplinary court, which 
is dealing with the case of Tat-Aluf 
(Brig.-Gen.) Yitzhak Mordechai on 
charges of violent behaviour, is like- 
ly to wind up the hearing today, 
military sources said last night.

Mordechai reportedly.. denied, f the, 
charges and waived the right to call 
witnesses. In the past Mordechai has 
admitted that he had beaten the 
prisoners on the head with the butt 
of his pistol, but said that he had 
done this to obtain urgent informa- 
tion about bombs planted on the 
bus. 

Sources close to the officer have 
stated that the pathologists' finding 
show that major injuries to the ter- 
rorists were caused by blows to the 
head with rifle- butts, probably dur- 
ing the storming of the bus. 

Nadel had an action-packed 
career in the paratroops, subse- 
quently commanded a division and 
held senior staff posts. He served as 
president of the military court of 
appeals for four years before leaving 
the army in 1983.

IEC-Mekorot row to disrupt supply of water 


HAIFA (Itim). - Serious disruptions 
in the supply of water are expected 
throughout the country at the begin- 
ning of this week, after the Electric 
Corporation announced it is cutting 
off electricity to Mekorot pumping 
stations because of Mekorot's out- 
standing debt of some IS6 billion. 

Electric Corporation director 
Yitzhak Hofi has informed Mekorot 
of the decision to turn off power to 
its installations. Mekorot does not 
have the funds to pay the debt, it 
says, because the Treasury has re- 


fused to transfer the money 
owed it. and because of a dispute 
over the size of the debt. 

The disruptions will cause exten- 
sive difficulties to the entire public, 
but to farmers in particular, because 
of the recent high temperatures and 
because many crops are at the peak 
of their season.

Y outh dies during hike in Golan Heights

KIRYAT SHMONA. - A 17-year- 
old boy from Tiberias died on Friday 
in the Golan Heights while hiking 
with his girlfriend in Nahal Zavitan. 

Asher Amar told his girlfriend 
| early in the afternoon that be was not 
feeling well. She then pulled him to a 
shady area in the water, and helped 
him to drink water. She said that he 
was shaking and sweating profusely, 
and that he had a headache arid 
stomach pains. Afterwards she went 
to seek help, but when the police 
arrived they found him dead, 
apparently from dehydration. 

This was the third death in the 


Golan in three days. Two men died 
after falling from cliffs, the first in 
Nahal Yehudiya, and the second in 
Nahal Zavitan.

Patt favours early elections soon

The 
emergency programme - which he 
claimed was the Alignment's pre- 
election programme - is doomed, he 
said. 

"Now we know why they (the 
Alignment) kept it secret before the 
elections; if they had ever revealed 
it, there would have been seriousr 
damage to them at the polls. ...Ac- 
tually, the programme is no more 
than a new package deal, more artifi- 


cial measures which win bring only 
artificial results. It’s like allowing the 
boiler to work at full power but 
closing its valves so the steam can't 
escape. How long can that go on? 

"Unless, we want to use up our 
foreign-currency reserves (including 
the U.S. emergency aid) by keeping 
prices frozen and the shekel artifi- 
cially low," he said, “we can expect 
the dam to burst in November or 
December with cost-of-living index 
leaps like those in June and July. 

“Whoever talks about positive in- 
dicators in July doesn't know what 
they’re talking about," he con- 
tinued. “What's needed is a 25 per 
cent drop in income taxes and a 
complete tax reform, measures for 
economic growth, efforts to stop the. 
growth of the black, economy, and 
stabilization of the currency on an 
economic basis, not by administra- 
tive means alone. Why aren’t these 
things being done? It takes courage 
to do them, that’s why." 

But does not firing thousands of 
civil servants take more courage, the 
interviewer asked? 

"We wink at each other in the 
cabinet room wben we talk about 
dismissing workers," Part said.

n WAS a long, hard battle, but 
after three years’ of suffering from 
what doctors described as end-stage 
biliary cirrhosis. Aliza Shamir of 
Kfar Sava has finally won her war 
against death. 

“I haven’t conquered death." says 
Shamir, the world's oldest successful 
liver transplant recipient, "but I 
think I postponed its victory for a 
long time to come.” 

Optimistic talk by a woman who 
only three months ago was given a 
year - at most - to live. But 57-year- 
old Aliza Shamir, was neither ready 
nor willing to give up. Even in the 
darkest moments, when all conven- 
tional methods of treatment failed, 
she continued to hope: "I simply was 
not ready to die." she says. **! had so 
much more left to do in this life." 

So when Professor Uri Freund, of 
the Kfar Sava Meir Hospital, prop- 
osed the idea of a liver transplant, 
she readily agreed. Freund stressed 
the risks involved - a 50 per cent 
chance of survival - if she were 
indeed accepted for the 12- to- 20 
hour operation: Dr. Thomas E. 
Starzl. the liver transplant pioneer 
who now heads a huge transplant 
centre in Pittsburgh, does not gener- 
ally operate on patients over the age 
of SO. 

Freund also warned Shamir that 
she would have to make drastic al- 
terations in her lifestyle, assuming 
the transplant went ahead and the 
operation was successful. 

Finally. Freund impressed on her 
the financial price she would have to 
pay for the operation and post- 
operative treatment: an estimated 
S100.000. 

ACCORDING TO Thomas Cha- 
kurda. information officer at Pitts- 
burgh’s Presbyterian Hospital. 



high cost ot Shamir's operation is 
due to the fact thai liver transplants 
are the most technically difficult of 
all transplant operations. Moreover, 
patients are normally required to 
spend at least a month in hospital 
theafier the procedure. Extensive 
lab work is involved, and there is 


occasional post-transplantation 
surgery - all of which contributes to 
the high cost of the procedure. 

"I put all financial concerns to the 
back of my mind and concentrated 
solely on making myself well again." 
says Shamir. “I was only dis- 
appointed that an operation which 


could save my life was not available 
in mv country." 

Shamir is not the first Israeli to be 
flown to Pittsburgh for a life-saving 
transplant operation. Since 1983, 
Starzl and his team have operated 
successfully on three Israeli children 
aged five to 12 years. His most recent 
patient, eight-year-old David Hor- 
vitz. has just 'returned from Pitts- 
burgh and will spend the next few 
months recuperating at his home in 
Beersheba. 

Within the coming year, however. 
Dr. Yigal Cam, a "member of the 
surgical team that operated on Sha- 
mir, plans to open Israel's first liver 
transplant facility. He will be return- 
ing from Pittsburgh with the know- 
ledge, skill and some funding to 
promote the project, final approval 
still rests with the Health Ministry. 
So far. the ministry has failed to give 
its approval, claiming that the high 
cost involved in such a pro ject would 
prove prohibitive. 

MEANWHILE, almost two 
months after her operation, doctors 
treating Shamir comment on her 
amazing recovery. According to 
Com. Shamir has responded “in 
ideal fashion" and the donor organ 
appears to be functioning “without 
complication." 

The battle isn't over yet. Shamir, a 
widow who lost her only son in the 
Yom Kippur War. must spend 
another three to four months in 
Pittsburgh, where she will undergo 
intensive follow-up treatment, be- 
fore she can return to Israel. And 
once she is back in Israel, she will 
have to spend another six months 
recuperating. When she's well 
enough. Shamir says, she plans to 
pick up where she left off as a 
volunteer for Wizo and Na’amat.

Talks resume on 
teacher pay hikes

The teachers union is to resume 
talks this evening in the third round 
of negotiations in less than a week 
with Finance Minister Moda'i and 
Education and Culture Minister 
Navon.

Approximately 30 per cent of the 
forest fires in the Lower Galilee 
are caused by arson, according to 
Gershon Avni. director of the cen- 
tral district of the Jewish National 
Fund Forestry Department. 

Avni admitted there was no con- 
crete evidence to support his charge, 
but claimed there was ample circum- 
stantial evidence, such as the fact 
that most forest fires break out in the 
middle of the nighr. and the fact that 
most fires start simultaneously. 

Avni said that it was only rarely 
possible to secure a conviction 
against suspected perpetrators. 
“The law says that you have to catch 
someone in the act of actually strik- 
ing the match." he explained. 
“We’ve only been able to catch peo- 
ple running out of the forest - and 
that doesn't prove anything." 

The Jewish National Fund has to 
cope with an average of 500 forest 
fires per year and devotes 20 per cent 
of its budget or S2 million to fire 
prevention. 

The JNF has 40 fire lookout 
points. Raising the alarm fast has 
helped to avert inestimable damage, 
said Avni. Fire-fighters can quickly 
control the blaze, and usually only 
between 5 and 20 trees are des- 
troyed. 

Afforestation experts wait two 


years to see the extent of root dam- 
age. Sometimes only the trunk of the 
tree is burned and there is a new 
outgrowth from the root, otherwise 
the JNF plants new’ saplings. 

Fires which break out at night are 
difficult to detect quickly because 
the smoke rising from the sire cannot 
be seen. Avni said. 

Avni made it dear that more 
Arabs are involved in beautifying 
the forests than in destroying them. 
Much of the work inside the forests, 
including the construction of re- 
creational parks and picnic areas is 
done by Arab labourers, he said. 

Zaban anticipates that in the near 
future, there will be a significant 
increase in the number of Jews work- 
ing in the forests. The JNF has 
already absorbed about 500 Jewish 
men who had been listed as unem- 
ployed. Zaban said that there was a 
lot more work available for those 
who are willing to do it. 

Avni recalled that in the 1950s 
when work in other spheres was 
scarce, thousands of people derived 
an income from the JNF, among 
them future deputy premier David 
Lew.

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Kharg Island loading jetties 
working despite Iraqi attack 


MANAMA, Bahrain (AP). - More 
than a dozen marine salvage tug- 
boats were poised for action in the 
southern sector of the Persian Gulf 
yesterday, amid fears Iran might raid 
commercial ships in retaliation for 
the Iraqi attack on Kharg Island 
oil-loading terminal on Thursday. 

Iraqi, jet fighters destroyed one of 
three jetties and set fire to surface 
pipelines and storage tanks, marine 
salvage executives here reported. At 
least 10 oil tankers were reported 
damaged. 

President Saddam Hussein yester- 
day decorated nine pilots in Bagh- 
dad for their part in the air raid, and 
described the attack as “a major 
historical act.” 

Hussein, quoted by the official 
Iraqi news agency, said the attacking 
planes had met no opposition from 
Iranian defences and suffered no 
losses. 

Arab diplomatic sources said that 
Kuwait put its armed forces on max- 
imum alert when the Iraqis struck 
Kharg. They said that Saudi Ara- 
bia's air defences in the eastern pro- 
vince on the Gulf also were in a state 
of emergency at that time. 


The attack boosted crude oil 
prices Friday but was unlikely to 
threaten world oil supplies traders 
said in London. 

Crude oil prices on .the European 
“spot," or free market, rose 35 cents 
a barrel in early trading as details 
emerged of damage to the island's 
eastern “T" jetty used for loading 
crude oil. 

Traders fear that Iraq could 
seriously disrupt Iran’s ability to ex- 
port crude oil. though they see little 
chance of supplies being affected 

The full extent of damage to “T*‘ 
jetty, with 10 loading berths, is still 
unclear. But some sources spoke of 
Iran’s crude oil exports, now around 
1 .5 million barrels per day, being cut 
by as much as two-thirds. 

In the first Iranian reaction three 
days after the bombing, a Teheran 
newspaper yesterday dismissed Iraqi 
claims about the attack. 

A radio operator aboard a tanker 
m the Gulf told Reuters by tele- 
phone from Iran that at least 10 ships 
were hit and “there was a hell of a lot 
of damage" to oil installations. He 
said he saw at least six French-built 
Mirage jets in action. (Reuter, AP) 


Iranian President Khamenei re-elected 


NICOSIA (AP). - Tran's incumbent 
President Ali Khamenei appeared 
sure of re-election Saturday, steadily 
polling more than 80 per cent of the 
votes being counted from Friday’s 
presidential election, according to 
partial results carried by Irna. the 
official Iranian news agency. Latest 
figures showed 4,814,967 of the 
5,449.376 ballots counted went to 
Khamenei, Irna said. 

The two other candidates in Iran's 
fourth presidential election since the 
Islamic revolution of 1979, 
theologian-lawyer Mostafavi 
Mahmoud Kashani, and former 
Commerce Minister Habibollah 


Asgar Owfadi received 438,834 and 
95,520 vote respectively, Irna said. 

Despite claims by the Mujahe- 
deen Khalq underground that peo- 
ple responded to its two-week cam- 
paign to boycott the elections, voting 
was extended by four hours because 
of the large number of people casting 
ballots, Irna said. 

Khamenei, 45, is a cleric and pro- 
tege of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, the country's all- 
powerful spiritual leader. In 1981 he 
easily defeated two little-known 
opponents by gaining 95 per cent of 
the vote.

hijacked to BeirutinJune 
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ROME (Reuter). - The Trans 
World Airlines Boeing 727 hijacked 
to Beirut by Lebanese Moslem gun- 
men in June was flown to Rome 
Friday night by a TWA crew. 

Airport officials said the plane, 
which stopped at Larnaca. Cyprus, 
on the way from Beirut, was ex- 
pected to undergo detailed inspec- 
tion at Rome. 

Capt. Richard Fox. 51, said during 
the stopover in Cyprus that he and 
his new had gone quietly to Beirut 
early Friday aboard a Middle East 
Airlines (MEA) flight from Cyprus. 

The TWA plane was hijacked on 
June 14 on a flight from Athens to 
Rome. The gunmen killed a passen- 
ger who was a U.S. Navy diver and 


held 39 of the passengers and crew 
hostage in Beirut for 16 days. 

Fox said he and his team had 
answered a TWA request for volun- 
teers to fly the plane out amid strict 
security, and added: “We were 
apprehensive going in and glad to get 
out." 

Of the scene at Beirut Airport. 
Fox said: “Many guards in many 
different uniforms, guns, lots of 
quite excited people. However, they 
were cooperative and handled us 
well.” 

A U.S.- embassy spokesman in 
Nicosia told Reuters TWA had 
arranged the release with the assist- 
ance of the Lebanese Government 
and MEA. 


Pope visits Kenyan game reserve 


NAIROBI (AP). - Pope John Paul 
II took a 90-minute drive yesterday 
through one of the nation's prize 
game reserves, saw animals ranging 
from lions to buffalo, and bestowed 
a papal pat on a baby rhinoceros. 

The visit to the 1,872 sq. km. 
Masai Mara reserve came on the 
pope’s first full day in Kenya, and 
the 10th of a 12-day tour of seven 
African countries. 

At the reserve. John Paul was 
introduced to and patted Sarnia, a 
114-kilo 6-month-old rhino airlifted 
from a northern Kenya ranch for the 


occasion. 

During the week, Sarnia's hand- 
lers wore white garments in an effort 
to ensure that she would not bolt 
when approached by John Paul, clad 
in white. But she nonetheless darted 
away from the pope several times 
before calming down and allowing 
him to pat her several times on the 
back. 

The Vatican said before the 
pope’s trip that John Paul wanted to 
visit Masai Mara to “support 
Kenya’s effort to preserve for all 
humanity the treasures of a natural 
life which is unique in the world.” 


India bans export of human skeletons 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - India 
yesterday banned exports of human 
skeletons which earn the country 
millions of dollars a year, but which 
have led to accusations of body- 
snatching. 

During an emotional debate on 
the macabre trade in Parliament’s 
lower house, a government member 
said one trader had exported the 
skeletons of 15.000 children during 
the past few years. 

India is the world's largest expor- 
ter of skeletons, and the trade earns 
up to S5 million a year, according to 
customs figures. They are bought 


mostly for medical research. 

But the business has run into con- 
troversy following Indian press re- 
ports that poor Hindus who have no 
money to buy wood to burn their 
dead are persuaded to hand over the 
bodies to traders. 

Slightly burned bodies were some- 
limes stolen from cremation 
grounds, newspapers said.

Probe into crashed jumbo 
centres on bulkhead cracks 


TOKYO (AP). - A top Government 
investigator said yesterday he saw 
“numerous cracks" on the rear 
pressure wall of the Japan Air Lines 
jumbo jet the day after the plane 
crashed. kiUing520people on board. 

Hiroshi Fujiwara. deputy investi- 
gator of the Transport .Ministry's 
aircraft accident investigation com- 
mission. said his team will "exclu- 
sively deal with the pressure bulk- 
head" for now. although a specific 
theory for the August 12 crash has 
not been adopted. 

The ministry earlier yesterday 
ordered Japanese Airlines to inspect 
the pressure walls on the jumbo jets, 
also called bulkheads, because of a 
“possibility" that a rupture caused 


the crash. 

The Transport Ministry is analyz- 
ing the cockpit voice recorder and 
the digital flight data recorder, the 
"black boxes" found at the crash 
site. 

At the crash sire atop Mount Osu- 
taka. about 7(lkm. north-west of 
Tokyo, police wearing gas masks to 
protect themselves from the stench 
of decaying bodies in the summer 
heat continued their search” for 56 
more bodies still believed buried 
under the wreckage. 

Of the 464 bodies recovered. 288 
have been identified, but doctors 
helping with the process said no 
more than 400 victims may ever be 
identified. 


Vietnam to withdraw troops 
from Kampuchea by 1990 

PEKING (Reuter). - Vietnam plans 
to withdraw its troops from Kam- 
puchea by 1990 because it expects 
guerrilla forces will be broken by 
then. Hanoi's ambassador to Peking 
said yesterday. 

Nguyen Trong Vinh said Vietnam 
had brought foiward the date for its 
troop withdrawal by five years. 

“We are able to do so because 
despite propaganda by the Khmer 
Rouge. ..we are sure that they and 
other reactionary factions will con- 
tinue to weaken." he said. 

“By 1990 they will not be strong 
enough to continue fighting." 


Vinh also said Vietnamese and 
Phnom Penh troops had scored ma- 
jor military successes during the last 
dry-season campaign. 

. The new date of 1990 had been 
announced Friday in a communique' 
issued by the foreign ministers of 
Vietnam. Kampuchea and Laos af- 
ter a two-day conference in Phnom 
Penh. 

China's foreign ministry had no 
immediate comment on the change 
of date for the withdrawal, but the 
official New China News Agency 
gave the proposal scant attention." ’ 
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China admits most peasants 
barely at subsistence level 

the still-backward majority of Chi- 
na's. 800 million rural residents, 
whose per capita income last year 
was 355 yuan (S122). 


PEKING (AP). - Far from being 
rich or even well off. most Chinese 
peasants can barely feed and clothe 
themselves, and some fail to do that, 
the nation's leading newspaper said 
yesterday. 

The People's Daily said peasants 
are being unfairly taxed by local 
authorities who overestimate the 
number who have grown rich under 
economic reforms. 

The Communist Party newspaper 
urged party workers to go deep into 
the countryside and “share the weal 
and woe" of the masses to under- 
stand the true situation. 

A year ago, the People's Daily 
joined the chorus of praise for Chi- 
na's new class of “ wan yuan hu “ - 
10,000-yuan households - benefit- 
ing from six years of enterprise- 
rewarding reforms. 

Peasants able to afford their own 
cars, trucks, telephones and even 
equip their entire village with colour 
television sets were lionized. 

But as the political mood turned 
this year and Communist Party lead- 
ers reasserted communal ideals, re- 
cent press comment has focused on 


Tire People's Daily focused on the 
north-east farming province of 
Heilongjiang, with its short. 
Siberian-like summer. In 11 coun- 
tries surveyed, only I per cent of 
families qualified as rich "10.000 
yuan households." earning the 
equivalent of S3 .450 a year. 

They were followed by 18 per cent 
"well-off' households earning 500 
yuan (S172) or more, while 60 per 
cent "barely earn enough to feed and 
clothe themselves." Their per capita 
income is 200 to 500 yuan (S69 to 
5172) a year "vulnerable to the 
slightest disasters." 

The final 21 per cent are destitute 
with per capita incomes under 200 
yuan (S69). "living in dilapidated 
bouses, without sufficient food or 
clothes." Many rely on public relief. 

Local officials, seeking to impress 
superiors, exaggerate rural affluence 
but drag their feet when the poor 
reek help, the paper said. 


California scraps ban on fortune-telling 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP). - A city 
ban on commercial fortune-telling 
was declared an unconstitutional 
violation of speech by the State Sup- 
reme Court Thursday. 

By a 6-1 vote, the court rejected 
arguments by the Los Angeles 
County community of Azusa that 
fortune-telling is “inherently decep- 


tive" and is not entitled to constitu- 
tional protection. 

Although many fortune-tellers 
consciously defraud their customers, 
"some persons believe they possess 
the power to predict what has not yet 
come to pass.'* said the opinion by 
Justice Stanlev Mosk. 


TUNIS (AP). - The expulsion of 
thousands of Tunisian workers from 
Libya is an attempt to aggravate 
Tunisia's unemployment rate and 
destabilize the country by fostering 
popular unrest, official Tunesian 
sources said yesterday. 

An estimated 15JXX) Tunisians 
have been expelled from Libya in 
recent weeks supposedly for refusing 
to take up "Libyan- Arab” national- 
ity, said the sources. 

There also have been reports of 
similar expulsions of Algerian. 
Egyptian. Senegalese. Turkish and 
Syrian workers in Libya. Those re- 
ports remain largely, unconfirmed, 
however, and no figures on the num- 
ber of non-Tunesian .workers in- 
volved have been cited . 


Libya leader Muatnmar Gaddafi 
announced in July that Egyptian 
workers would be expelled because 
they were indirectly aiding Israel by 
sending their Libyan earnings home 
to Egypt. Estimates of the numbers 
of Egyptians working in Libya range 
from 100.000 to 250.000. 

Gaddafi, in an interview with the 
opposition leftist Cairo newspaper 
El-AhaU, added that Libya had 
"decided to dispense with the ser- 
vices of foreigners general- 
ly.. .because of our hand-currency 
deficits.** 

But according to a variety of Tuni- 
sian sources interviewed by the 
Associated Press, the expulsions 
affecting this country are a combina- 
tion of Libyan anger over Tunesian 


policy and attempted Libyan coer- 
cion through economic pressure. 

Libya's goals, the sources said, are 
to force Tunisia to recognize Libya's 
alliance with Morocco and force 
Tunis to distance itself from 
Washing ton. In addition, Libya "has 
never forgiven" Tunisia for aborting 
a proposed Iibyan-Tunisian confed- 
eration in 1974, the sources said. 

Meanwhile, over 880 of some 
100.000 Egyptian workers expelled 
from Libya began arriving, home at 
Alexandria port yesterday, and 
another 500 travelled by truck across 
the border to SaJIoum, west of the 
coastal city of Mersa Matrouh. Free 
transport was provided to take them 
to their homes throughout Egypt . 


Rebels grant new 
Peruvian leader 
“honeymoon” 

LIMA (AP). - The Tupac Amaru 
Revolutionary Movement, one of 
three Peruvian leftist rebel groups, 
promised to suspend its attacks Fri- 
day to give new President Alan Gar- 
cia the opportunity to meet his 
pledge to govern for the poor. 

“Dr, Alan Garcia readied the gov- 
ernment. ..as a result of a majority 
vote. Respectful of that vote . the 
MRTA will not carry out military 
actions against APRA (Garcia's par- 
ty) and the new government while it 
does not attack the people." said a 
communique left by the group at the 
offices of different news organiza- 
tions. 

The Tupac Amaru rebels also 
seized six radio stations in Lima 
Friday night to announce the truce. 
They’ locked employees in bath- 
rooms and left taped, messages play- 
ing. Then they escaped before police . 
amved. 

Garcia has promised to share the 
country's limited wealth with its 
many poor. Since taking office July 
28.. he has increased the minimum 
wage, raised salaries for most gov- 
ernment workers while cutting salar- 
ies for high-paid public officials, lo- 
wered interest rates to help 
businesses and imposed price con- 
trols to halt inflation, which has 
reached ISO per cent a year. 

The Tupac Amaru Revolutionary 
Movement has taken responsiouuv 
for machine-gun artacks on the U.S. 
embassy and consulate. But it has 
concentrated mostly on propaganda 
activities such as hijacking deliver}' 
trucks and distributing the food free 
in the shantytowns that encircle 
Lima. 

14 Filipino sailors 
detained for.. , 
alleged mas^iiE6',v>L 

MANILA (AP). - Fourteen navy 
sailors have been detained pending 
an investigation into charges' by the 
captain of a private barge that they 
tortured and killed 11 of his crew, a 
military spokesman said yesterday. 

Col. Reynaldo San Gabriel said 
the detention of the 14. ail crew 
members of two navy patrol boats, 
was ordered by acting armed forces 
chief Lt.-Gcn. Fidel Ramos. A spe- 
cial military committee began its 
probe into the alleged night mas- 
sacre in Manila Bay last July 10. 

The barge's captain. Leodegario 
Villanueva, told a local newspaper 
last week he was the lone survivor of 
the massacre and escaped by jump- 
ing into the sea after seeing the 
navy-men shoot five of his crew and 
throw their bodies overboard. The 
bodies of 10 of the 11 victims were 
washed ashore three days later. 

Villanueva said he and his- crew 
had taken the. barge out to sea- for 
tests following repairs when they 
were intercepted by the patrol boats 
and taken to a naval station near 
Manila, where they were allegedly 
tortured for four days because they 
refused to sign confessions that they 
were smugglers. 

Officers of the navy unit involved 
said the barge's crew admitted they 
planned to rendezvous with another 
ship outside the bay to unload a 
cargo of contraband. 

The navy released the barge and 
the crew in the afternoon of July 10 
after they signed confessions about 
the supposed rendezvous, San Gab- 
riel said. Villanneva alleges that the 
massacre occurred that night. 


Punjab elections set 
for end of September 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Punjab 
state elections will be held on 
September 22. the Press Trust of 
India news agency reported. 

The polls would lead to an end of 
presidential or direct rule from New 
Delhi imposed nearly two yeais ago 
because of Sikh extremist violence. 

It was Gandhi's-second agreement 
since last Thursday, when he signed 
a peace accord with the leaders of 
Assam state to end six years of ethnic 
strife in die northeastern terriroiy. 

New Delhi's long-awaited 
announcement of elections in Pun- 
jab was announced several hours 
after Gandhi returned yesterday 
from his second visit to the state 
since his election last December. 

Gandhi, who was greeted earlier 


yesterday by an overflow crowd of 
25.000 people during his visit to the 
central Punjab town of Hussainpur. 
had signed a peace agreement with 
the main Sikh political party, the 
Akali Dal, on July 24 opening the 
way for elections. 

the Premier's mother Indira im- 
posed direct rule on Punjab on Octo- 
ber 5. 1983.! under the pressure of 
growing extremist attacks backing 
demands for greater autonomy in 
the state where Sikhs are the major- 
ity population. 

After presidential rule was im- 
posed. extremist violence grew in 
intensity leading to the army storm- 
ing of the Sikhs' holiest shrine, the 
Golden Temple, on June 6. 19S4. 
followed on October 3 1 by the assas- 
sination of Indira Gandhi. 
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Heavy security in Karachi 
for Bhutto daughter’s return 


KARACHI (Reuter). - Pakistani 
authorities yesterday ordered mas- 
sive security arrangements at 
Karachi airport before foe scheduled 
return next week of exiled opposi- 
tion politician Benazir Bhutto, 
police sources said. 

They said that Benazir, elder 
daughter of former prime minister' 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, executed in 
1979. would arrive on Wednesday 
with the body of her younger brother 
Shahnawaz. found dead in France 
last month. 

The sources said special check- 
posts would be set up near the air- 
port to screen people entering. They

WALL STREET WEEK 

Lacklustre market confirms 
variety of investors* theories 


NEW YORK (AP). - Trying to 
figure the stock market is never easy, 
but it currently seems even more 
difficult than usual. 

Investors could choose any one of ■ 
the various rationales floating about' 
Wall Street and seemingly come up 
with the supporting evidence for the 
market’s lacklustre performance of 
late. 

Consider some of the choices: 

• There are mixed signals about 
whether or not the U.S. economy is 
rebounding from a weak first half of 
1985. Traders are confused about 
the outlook for corporate profits, 
interest rates and the doDaris value, 
and therefore many are sitting it out 
until the economic picture becomes 
clearer. 

• The market is simply due for a 
normal “correction”, or temporary 
selling period, after its brisk runup 
earlier this summe'. when the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average climbed 
from 1,300.96 on June 34 to a record 
high 1,359.54 on July 19. 

• It's August. The stock market 
has been hit with a typical case of the 
summer doldrums, althou gh foe ma- 
jor rallies that eruptedm August in 
1982 and 1984 disrupted that pat- 


tern. In 1983, for example, average 
daily volume on the New York Stock 
Exchange was only 74 million 
shares. So with trading relatively 
thin agai n this month, money mana- 
gers are reluctant to make significant 
moves in either direction. 

• A combination of the above. 

The Dow Jones Industrial Aver- 
age fell 8-18 to 1,312.61 after tumb- 
ling 32.26 points the previous week. 
During one stretch this past week the 
average rose three straight days - 
and showed a meager 3.47-point 
gain for its trouble. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
Composite Index of all its common 
shares fell 1.14 to 107.92, and at the' 
American Stock Exchange the Mar- 
ket Value Index slipped 0.89 to 
231.69. 

Big Board volume slowed to an 
average 83.49 million shares per day 

from 93.65 million a week earlier. 

Wall Street had hoped that this 
past week would provide it with a 
stronger sense dirertion of about the 
economy, since the U.S. govern- 
ment issued several economic re- 
ports for July. Yet the reports, even 
those that differed widely from eco- 
nomists ’ expectations, seemed to 
have little effect.

Officials can only guess at the true 
dimensions of the -problem. From

“When a child is abused sexually 
'"'.S' by someone who is not a part of his 
imme diate family, he can take some 
.. . comfon in the fact that the perpetra- 
' Z-f' tor was a ‘bad’ person. Sexual abuse 
in the famil y is far worse emotional- 


ly, because children just don’t expea 
the people in whom they place their 
trust to do ‘bad’ things’, even if, in 
some cases, they are pleasing,” says 
Rami Bar-Giora, a child 
psychoanalyst who heads the mental 
health station serving the children of 
southern Jerusalem. 

When sexual assault occurs within 
the family, the child Is either specifi- 
cally charged with keeping the secret 
or knows instinctively that he must 
do so. Bar-Giora says that because 
our sense of personal value is in- 
timately related to the stability of 
our families, children realize that 
letting out die secret will destroy 
family unity or at least change the 
precarious homeostasis that does ex- 
ist. Therefore they don't tell and 
thus don’t receive the emotional sup* 
port and therapy which would help 
them realize that they were not 
chosen as victims because they are 
unworthy people. 

On those rare occasions when a 
child does let someone into the sec- 
ret, the listener may react with disbe- 
lief, further shattering the youngs- 
ter. A loved one to whom the child 
has turned may react with horror and 
accuse the child of fantasizing or 
exaggerating. 

Well-to-do families guard their 
secrets even more zealously than 
others. Professionals relate that 
often a history of incest in the upper 
classes is revealed only when a 
woman reaches her arid-twenties or 
thirties and finds her marital or sex- 
ual life a mess. “Shell tell you about 
incestuous experiences with the last 
people in the world whom you would 
expect,” $ays Bar-Giora. 

Children assaulted as toddlers, 
such as Judith, may completely blot 
out the memory. Only the emotional 
scar remains. 

For years Judith felt that there was 
something wrong with her, that she 
had some basic flaw. She went 
.through high school unable to form 
normal relationships or to reveal any 
facet of herself to other people. She 



felt only revulsion towards her 
father, a quiet, educated man well- 
thought of in the community, and 
she was terrified of other males. “I 
would shake when a boy approached 
me and I . rejected them ‘all,” she 
says. “Bot I never understood what 
caused my reactions.” 

When shereached die army Jucfith 
a sought - professional -help .for- , her , 
emotional problems? . She felt .that- 
her inability to breach the distance 
between herself and other people 
was increasingly ruining her life. “I 
was told that my problems weren’t 
serious and that there were others 
more urgent,” relates Judith. 

At the age of 29, Judith, still 
single, had a brief sexual rela- 
tionship with a man. “His penis 
disgusted me, and while having sex 
weud sensations of violent attack 
would blot out what we were doing.” 

Soon afterwards she began attend- 
ing co-counselling sessions.' When 
her co-counsellor held firmly onto 
her shoulders and told Judith to “let 
it all out.” she began to shake in a 
violent trembling that she couldn’t 
control. “Then tittle by little I began 
to remember. I felt like a toddler 
again and experienced strange gag- 
ging and choking sensations. I 
seemed to see a large grey person 

approaching me . 

“In later sessions it seemed I could 
see the bars on my crib and I would 
recall a giant, my father, coining 
towards me. I relived the times when 
he lowered the bars and stuck his 
penis in my mouth. And over and 
over I would get that helpless chok- 
ing sensation.” 

Today Judith feels freer than she 
has ever felt before. Her deep, dark 
secret is finally out and her shell of

Sexual abuse of children by their fathers is . / 

prevalent in Israel, butsociety has notfound an / 
effective way of dealing with both perpetrators and 
victims. AVIVA BAR-AM reports. 


isolation has been broken. 

A child who is part of an inces- 
tuous relationship feels the mark of 
Cain on his forehead, says liana 
Carmel, head of the Youth Inves- 
tigation Unit. “The secrecy of it all 
may be almost as emotionally 
damaging as the incest itself. Her 
mother's complicity in the abuse is 
especially heartbreaking.” 

Unless the assaults are one-shot 
incidents, professionals insist that 
the mother must be aware of what is 
happening in the home. Carniel 
notes that some women are unable 
to accept the monstrous fact and 
vigorously deny it both to them- 
selves and to those daughters who 
approach them about it. Other 
mothers may deliberately shut their 
eyes to the situation, pleased that it 
frees them from the necessity of 
intercourse .with their husbands. 
They may prefer to see their 1 hus- 
bands stray within the home rather 
than outside of it. 

At least one or both incestuous 
ppents have often themselves been 
victims of sexual abuse in the home. 
Meir Cialic speaks of the role rever- 
sal that sometimes occurs, where the 
child takes the mother’s place in all 
her functions. This is more likely to 
occur if the mother is mentally ill or 
retarded. Girls from families of this 
type remain immature, says Cialic. 
and find mates whose distorted self- 
image and emotional disturbances 
mirror their own. 

Incestuous fathers run the gambit 
all the way from upstanding citizens 
who seem to have a happy home life 
but may be suddenly exposed as 
pedophiles to violent men who abuse 
one daughter after the other. And 
somewhere in the middle there is an 
emotionally immat ure, sexually im- 
pulsive man who finds the pressures 
of life overpowering and reaches out 
for comfort from his family. Since his 
wife doesn’t care for sex, and he has 
no other outlets, it seems only natu- 
ral to him to gratify hims elf with his 
children, says Bar-Giora. 

And, he continues, children make 
very convenient sexual targets. Be- 
sides being conditioned to -Comply- 
with authority- and being- ready. 
receive bribes and rewards, arfeas^- 
at the beginning they may be happy 
to be touched by Daddy, who other- 
wise pays them very little attention. 

But even young children know 
thatwhatis happening is very wrong. 
They develop an enormous anger at 
both their incestuous parent and 
the cooperating parent, out are un- 
able to express it. 

Most cases of sexual abuse do not 
consist of actual intercourse, says 
Bar-Giora. There are cases of mas- 
turbation on or with the child, ex- 
hibitionism and other types of abuse 
which he says are quite prevalent in 
our society. Many other sexual acti- 
vities belong to a twilight zone where 
the extent of actual abuse is uncer- 
tain. Are bathtub games between 
father and daughter sexual abuse? 
When a mother washes the genitals 
of a six- or seven-year-old son. is she 
sexually abusing him? 

For this reason, some definitions 
of sexual abuse try to be more speci- 
fic. The Israel Association for Child 
Protection calls sexual abuse “any- 
thing not within the normal parent- 
child relationship and about which 
the child feels uneasy.” 

The mental health station directed 
by Bar-Giora handles about IS cases 
of sexual abuse a year, including, 
this year, five cases of incest. Bar- 
Giora stresses that known cases are 





only the •’tip of the iceberg.” and 
estimates that in a southern Jeru- 
salem population of about 20.000- 

30.000 children, he wouldn’t be sup- 
rised if there were at least 150 addi- 
tional cases. 

Children have obscure ways of 
telling us what is happening. Dana 
drew- "a picture, other children may 
model in clay, thinking that vital 
information has been imparted. One 
child wrote a letter to her father from 
the boarding school where she lived, 
asking if she could "please sleep in a 
different bed from him.” (The advis- 
er. who read the letter, inwstigated 
- and discovered the incest. ) 

External indications of sexual 
abuse described in a pamphlet put 
out by the voluntary association for 
the protection of children (Eli) in- 
clude frequent vaginal infections, 
hematomas visible" on the child's 
genitals and stained underwear. 
Some abused girls will refuse to 
participate in physical education 
classes and other physical activities, 
or show- knowledge of sexual func- 
tions far beyond their years. 

Socially the child may be with- 
drawn and preoccupied with fanta- 
sies. and have only transient rela- 
tionships. One indicator noted by- 
Sarah Ben-David. clinical crimincH 
logist in the mental health and clinic- 
al criminology centre of the Prison 
Service, is undue attention paid bv a 
father to one of his daughters. He 
may buy her expensive presents, 
take her out at night to adult activi- 
ties and generally treat her like a 
girlfriend. 

Carniel says incest is a psycholo- 
gical time bomb, sometimes going 
off during adolescence, when teen- 


trip in Eilat, she woke up with her 
step-father's heavy weight on her 
body. She could feel his’erect penis 
rubbing against her. From that time 
on he" would masturbate on her 
naked body at least once a week. 

D. told her mother twice about the 
sexual abuse, but her mother, w-ho 
conveniently worked on a night-shift 
schedule, took no action. 

At age 13. D. began junior high 
school . Although for almost a year 
she had talks with the school social 
worker about the constant conflicts 
betw een herself and her mother, and 
expressed an unusual amount of an- 
ger. D. never brought up the subject 
of incest, which continued. And D.'s 
mother falsely told the counsellor 
that the step-father didn't live at 
home. 

The first day of her second year at 
school. D. arrived wearing a wig. 
Angrily pulling it off. she finally told 
the social worker about her step- 
father’s abuse and said that he had 
held scissors at her stomach, thre- 
atening to kill her if she didn't lei him 
shave her hair. 

Together they went to the police 
to press charges. D.'s mother didn't 
want her to prosecute and tried to 
protect her husband, tom between 
his sorry- state and the pain of her 
daughter. Since D. was already 14 
she had to testify- in court, but since 
there had been no vaginal penetra- 
tion she could prove nothing. Her 
step-father was convicted of 
molestation only and his prison rime 
will soon be up." 

Mother and child were referred to 
therapy, with the (female) social 
worker and male psychiatrist work- 
ing as a team. The mother had to 
deal with her hostility, for she 
blamed D. for the temporary 
breakup ofher home. And D. had to 
work out her feelings of worthless- 
ness and guilt. 

D. eventually went to live in a 
boarding school, but her counsellor 
still worries about her. “Now that 
she's out of her home she's doing 
well.'* says the social worker, "but 
she constantly picks boyfriends far

out of this type is often an indicator 
of incest. 

One girl from a professional fami- 
ly was first assaulted by her father at 
tiie age of 10. At 12* she told her 
parents she was going to the police 
but they convinced her not to. It was 
when she was 15 that she decided to 
prosecute and was ultimately refer- 
red for treatment. 

But it was already too-late. At 19. 
she takes drugs, sleeps arourid indis- 
criminately and has already had two 
abortions. 

D. was an adolescent who broke 
the seal of silence when her step- 
father shaved her head. HS was 
jealous ofher beauty and wanted her 
all to himself. 

D.’s father died during her 
mother's pregnancy and D . spent the 
first five years of her life - happy 
years- with her grandparents. When 
her mother remarried it was to a 
violent alcoholic. Within a few years 
two more children were bora. 
Although D.’s mother saw D. as a 
rival and very threatening, she was 
happy to let’ her take care of the 
house and deal with the children. 
The mother was a manipulative, dis- 
turbed and immature person. 

One night when D. was eight years 
old and the family was on a camping 


Where does one go upon discover- 
ing incest? Just as no central body 
gathers statistics on the subject, 
there is no one place which coordin- 
ates referrals and treatment. 

A girl up to the age of 13 who 
wishes to prosecute js interviewed by 
a youth investigator, usually a social 
worker, who relieves her erf the ne- 
cessity to testify in court. Youngsters 
of 14 and older are interrogated by a 
special police officer, called a youth 
worker, but do have to testify. Other 
children are referred by adults they 
have confided in to welfare officers 
(special social workeis who deal with 
children at risk). The welfare offic- 
ers will refer the child either to the 
police or to therapy, depending on 
how he or she perceives the situa- 
tion. There are also youngsters who 
on their own find someone to treat 
them. Cases like these and others 
remain unknown to the police. 

So many "addresses" may seem 
confuting to the outsider, agrees 
Carniel. but actually the profession- 
als involved with the chidren at risk 
keep in close contatt with each other 
and constantly consult together, 
trying to decide on the best approach 
in each case. Field workers seem to 
think that the child’s loss of security 
and basic trust should be treated 


with the least stigma of sexual abuse 
possible. 

Prosecution of a parent may be a 
very difficult experience, says Yehu- 
di! 'Karp, deputy attorney general, 
especially when the child is required 
to testify. Israel's Law of Evidence 
does not allow family members to 
bear witness against one another: 
the only exception is in cases of 
violence within the family. 

When she testifies against her 
father, the child, who is under a 
great deal of pressure, may find (hat 
her parents are furious with her. 
And. since our society stigmatizes 
the sexual victim, she may also have 
to deal with feeling tainted and guil- 
ty. Karp says. 

Opinions seems evenly divided on 
action to be taken when incest is 
exposed. Professionals who deal 
w-iih the emotional problems in- 
volved prefer to keep the police out 
of ir. Meir Cialic. for example, 
thinks that going to the police inevit- 
ably destroys the family, and that 
while the perpetrator deserves 
punishment, (be solution is not pro- 
secution but intensive treatment of 
each family member individually 
and then family therapy. While This 
therapeutic method seems in opposi- 
tion to legal interest, it may prevent 
the family from laying the blame on 
their daughter “who has sent Daddy 
to jail.” Cialic finds himself in con- 
flict because he is legally obligated to 
reinforce the law. “But therapeuti- 
cally. I would prefer not to.” 

Rftni Bar-Giora also considers 
therapy the treatment of choice for 
what he calls “the failure of the 
parent-child bond.” If he thinks it is 
in the best interests of his patient he 
will not refer the family to the police, 
although the knowledge that he can 
do so is a strong motivating force for 
therapy. Bar-Giora notes that many 
of the offenders with whom he deals 
express strong regret for the pain 
they have caused. 

Sarah Ben-David and Eli Shmelt- 
zer. who come into contact with 
those sexual abusers who are 
charged and prosecuted, have had 
different experiences. “Many of 
these offenders don't seem to feel 
they've done anything wrong.” says 
Shmeitzer. “and they couldn't care 
less.” 

Ben-David works in a treatment 
centre located in Ramie prison. 
“Not only do most incest offenders 
not express sorrow, they aren't even 
willing to shoulder the blame,” she 
says. “We often don't succeed in 
treatment because the basis of ther- 
apy is the patient's taking responsi- 
bility. These people often refuse to 
do so.” 

Our laws on sexual abuse are 
backward, thinks Ben-David. Pris- 
oners get short sentences, pressure 
-their daughters to agree to let them 
come home on vacations, and get 
time off for good behaviour. Then 
they return home, regardless of 
whether or not they’ve changed. _ 

The Israeli offender who is con- 
victed of statutory rape (or incest) 
may be punished by five years in jail 
if the victim was 16, and 14 years if 
she was under 16. But if he had a 
reason to believe that she was 16, the 
sentence is only five years. The only 
mention of incest in the law is rape of 



an offspring (or wife's offspring) 
aged 17-20, earning the offender five 
years in prison. 

The sentence for molesting a 
minor under 16 is three years. 

Many American law’s on sexual 
abuse provide for a medical legal 
committee decision, before the sus- 
pect comes to court, if he or she 
would benefit from therapy, and if 
the right treatment is available. 
Those who can’t be treated, says 
Ben-David. receive very long prison 


sentences, and statistics have shown 
that this has been very successful in 
reducing offences. 

The special therapy needed in 
cases of incest won't work without 
legal interference, claims Ben- 
David. In California, for example, 
there is a therapeutic institution that 
deals with incest, treating every 
aspect of family life and seeing each 
member individually, in pairs and 
with the entire fumil). The centre 
also becomes a social centre for 
parents. 

As soon as they learn about a case, 
a woman from the centre contacts an 
offender’s wife and offers the cen- 
tre's services. The father, too. re- 
ceives a call. Father is usually serving 
time in an “open" jail, so he con- 
tinues to work, doesn't sleep at 
home and gets therapy. In this type 
of setting the daughter doesn't have 
to feel guilty for sending him to 
prison. The centre claims 90 j.er cent 
success. 

Therapy should be carried on 
simultaneously with the criminal 
process, says Carniel. For one thing, 
it prevents’the child from retracting 
her statement and denying anything 
happened, an occurrence which is ail 
too frequent unless the judicial sys- 
tem has begun to roll. Secondly, 
parents who are being prosecuted 
are likely to immediately stop their 
incestuous behaviour, as’ in the case 
of Dana's father, who was so afraid 
of going to jail that he never touched 
her again. 

And if be does go lo jail, things 
may change in the home. All abused 
children known to youth investiga- 
tors receive emotional treatment, 
and the mother may learn to manage 
without her sexually abusive hus- 
band. Balances in the family can 
shift. 

Yehudit Karp also favours a com- 
bination of treatment and legal pro- 
ceedings. She would like to see some 
kind of educational campaign on 
■incest, similar to those held in Amer- 
ica on social problems. There, the 
mass media speak directly to the 
child, assuring him that tie is not 
alone, and not to blame. This kind of 
programme can succeed only to the 
extent that we offer the child an 
address to turn to. she says. 

Such appeals to the public, con- 
tinues Karp, must be accompanied 
by the development of new tools 
which can cope with increased public 
awareness on the subject. 

A centre coordinating all prob- 
lems stemming from sexual abuse 
and providing a treatment answer to 
incestuous families would be ideal, 
says Shmeitzer. “Today we have 
only rape crisis centres here and 
there, and the Service for Distressed 
Girls. 

“Children are afraid to come to 
the police with their secret.- They' 
need a number to call, a certain 
assurance of immediate astistance.” 
he says. Until we have such a service. 
Shmeitzer suggests that children re- 
luctant to come straight to the police 
station should ask someone close to 
them, like a teacher, to contact the 
police instead. "We indy be able to 
suggest a way to gather incriminating 
evidence before pressing charges, or 
help catch the offender in the act, 
making it easier to prove the abuse in 
court." 

There has been a significant in- 
crease in incest referrals to Eli in the 
past year. Eli does not treat the 
children, but refers them to other 
services. Where in previous years 
there were one or two incest refer- 
rals, among last year's 220 calls from 
the Tel Aviv area, 16 concerned 
sexual abuse. Social workers at Eli 
feel that public awareness is rising, 
and note that each article on the 
subject of abuse, and each television 
programme on the problem brings a 
new batch of otherwise unknown 
abused children to the fore. Will the 
future offer enough suirable services 
to help them?

AS THE ULSTER cauldron boils 
through another season of Protes- 
tant marches and IRA attacks, be- 
neath the surface the pace is quick- 
ening towards a new political deal in 
embattled Northern Ireland. 

, London and Dublin are in the final 
stages of talks that both sides hope 
will yield an important step in heal- 
ing 16 years of sectarian bitterness. 

The aim is- a written agreement 
giving Dublin a formal consultative 
role in the running of Ulster and 
protecting the rights of minority Ro- 
man Catholics, while at the same 
time assuring Protestants that their 
future as part of the United King- 
dom is secure. 

“It is not an easy one... but that is 
the objective.” Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher said in a recent TV 
interview. “We are making prog- 
ress. (But) we have not yet reached a 
conclusion." 

Both sides have set the goal of a 
written agreement for Mrs. Thatcher 
and Irish Prime Minister Garreth Fitz- 
gerald to initial at a summit before 
the end of the year. Any agreement 
would then go to the British and Irish 
parliaments for approval and 
perhaps to a referendum in both 
Ulster and the Republic. 

“(It is) make-up-your-mind 
time," Fitzgerald said last month. 
“The British have to make up their 
minds and we have to make up our 
minds." 


Working out adeal

The prospect of a role for Dublin 
in northern affairs gladdens the 
hearts of most Catholics north and 
south who would prefer a United 
Ireland but oppose the Irish Repub- 
lican Army's violent campaign to 
sever Ulster from Britain and create 
an all-Ireland socialist union. 

But the prospect infuriates most 
northern Protestants. They warn of 
dire consequences, ranging from an 
upsurge in Protestant extremism to a 
province-wide general strike, like 
the one in 1974 which collapsed 
Britain's attempt to share power 
between Protestant and Catholic 
communities. 


BOTH LONDON and Dublin agree 
that a pact will not mean Britain 
giving up its sovereignty over the 
province. 

“Nothing must b? done that in- 
fringes British sovereignty. That is 
the line that has to be drawn," says 
Nicholas Scott, parliamentary 
undersecretary in Britain's Northern 


Ireland office and No. 2 man in the 
province. 

Scott says both governments are 
committed “to establish a rela- 
tionship that will bring practical re- 
sults on the security front and allow 
the government in Dublin. . . if neces- 
sary (to) speak up for the nationalist 
minority in Northern Ireland. 

“I think both governments realize 
there would be substantial penalties 
to be paid for a failure in this round 
of talw.” 

What form would an agreement 
take? 

Most likely, it would be a "two- 
point security and political 
framework meeting the needs of* 
both communities in Northern Ire- 
land,” a source close to Fitzgerald 
says. 

“But it will not involve constitu- 
tional change (in Ulster's status as 
part of the United Kingdom) as 
there is no consent for thafin North- 
ern Ireland.'' says the Dublin 
source. 


INDIAN guru Bhagwan Shree Raj- 
neesb. in his fist news conference 
since he and his followers set up 
camp in Oregon four years ago, 
described himself as “the best show- 
man in the whole history of man.

Asked if it was possible for his 
disdples to co-exist peacefully with 
their neighbours in rural central 
Oregon, Rajneesh answered, “Nev- 
er.” 

Later, asked about his followers* 
takeover of the town of Antelope, 30 
km. from this commune-city and 
since renamed City of Rajneesh, he 
said. “If a few people decide to make 
a dead city alive, why should I inter- 
fere?” 

Until last fall, when he began 
speaking again in talks to his follow- 
ers, the 53-year-old guru had been 
silent for more than two years. 

He told reporters that his long 
period of public silence was designed 
“to drop those people who were

He said he agreed to conduct a 
news conference because “this is the 
right moment to declare to the whole 
world that our tree has blossomed, 
and the fruit is ripe and to come and 
share with us.” 

While Rajneesh was under his 
vow of silence. Sheela spoke for him. 
and her comments in defence of the 
controversial group drew fire from 
neighbours of the cult and state 
authorities.

Birth control battle * 


A CHURCH-STATE debate over 
the use of birth control to curb the 
worlds highest population growth 
rate takes, on extra significance this ' 
week with the Popes' visit for a 
congress devoted to the theme of 
family. 

Kenya's one-party government 
has become the most active in Africa 
in promoting family planning Presi- 
dent Daniel Arap Moi. tackling a 
subject ducked by most of the conti- 
nent's leaders, has pledged an all-out 
fight to reduce the 4.1 per cent 
growth rate before overpopulation 
swamps the economy. 

If that growth is unchecked. 
Kenya's population of almost 20 mil- 
lion would triple. in 25 years. Moi 
says' the growth rate is “the most 
crucial challenge for us in this de- 
cade” and wants it lowered to 3-3 per 
cent within three years. 

In the opposite corner is Kenya's 
Roman Catholic Church, firmly 
backed by Pope John Paul. II. .Ke- 
nyan. Bishops say they endorse 
“natural." birth control, such gs the . 
rhythm method, but they condemn 
contraception and argue that im- 
proved production and distribution 
of food could sustain an expanding 
papulation. 

Should the pope choose to de- 
nounce artificial birth control during 
his August 16-19 visit to Kenya, he 
will have a fitting forum at the 43rd 
International Eucharistic Congress. 

The August 11- IS congress, based 
on the theme, “tbe Eucharist and the 
Christian family.'* is drawing 
thousands of Catholic pilgrims to 
Nairobi. 


KENYA'S CATHOLIC Church, 
which claims 4 million followers, 
finds broad nationwide support for 
some of its views - abortion is illegal 
and sex education in schools is an 
unpopular notion. 

Moreover, many non-Catholics 
have their own reasons for wanting 
large families, which traditionally 
have signified wealth and prestige in 
African societies.

Hoping to change such attitudes, 
tbe government formed the National 
Council for Population and De- 
velopment in December 1982. 

Leonard Ngugi. the council direc- 
tor. said his foremost priority is to 
educate Kenyans about birth con- 
trol. 

••What we lack is information.” 
Ngugi. a former government eco- 
nomist. says. "People are not aware' 
of what they need to do. It is a 
gigantic job to get all of them in- 
formed.” 

The council has recruited other 
government agencies to help spread 
information. It also has received 
cooperation from private family 
planning and religious groups, in- 
cluding the Catholic Church- 

“They accept the need to do some 
family planning.” Ngugi said. “We 
don't mind if the Catholics try some- 
thing else (natural birth control)... 
All methods are acceptable to us."' 

Last year, Kenya’s 16 Roman 
Catholic bishops placed a newspaper 
advertisement vehemently protest- 
ing the establishment of three 
government-approved clinics where 
women were surgically sterilized. 

Vice President Mwai Kibaki, a 
Catholic, responded by saying reli- 
gious ideology should not slow the 
implementation of family planning. 

“If we continue increasing at this 
rate, we shall never be in a position 
to provide even the basic necessi- 
ties,” said an editorial last May in the 
Kenya Times, published by the rul- 
ing Kenya African National Union. 


MOI SAID on August 2 that Kenya 
women should have no more than 
four children. He said women em- 
ployed by the government would not 
be entitled to maternity leave for 
their fifth child and subsequent chil- 
dren and would be required to pay 
for those children to attend public 
schools. 

Father Maurice Lwanga. 
secretary-general of the Kenya 
Catholic Secretariat, said the church 
opposed sanctions against large 
families. 

• “Each family should have the 
freedom to choose how many chil- 
dren it wants," he said. "No one 
should dictate how many.” 

“We respect people's conscien- 
ces.” he added. “If a person wants to 
choose artificial means of birth con- 
trol. we can't stop them. But when 
they started sterilization we told 
people not to go because we knew 
very many women thought that it 
was only going to be for a very short 
time, and not something perma- 
nent.” ■ y~.r ' 

To make contraceptives more 
available, the government has re- 
moved import duties on them, is 
studying the possibility of subsidies, 
and is considering training nurses 
and midwives to help women obtain 
prescriptions for birth control pills. 

One reason for the government's 
concern is that only 12 per cent of 
Kenya's land has significant agri- 
cultural potential, although more 
than 80 per cent of Kenyans live in 
rural areas and make tbeir livelihood 
from fanning. Overcrowding has 
pushed many farmers onto marginal 
land. (Associated Press)

LONDON (Reuter). - Liverpool 
began their English First Division 
campaign with an impressive 2-0 win 
over Arsenal yesterday but the for- 
mer European champions plunged 
into fresh controversy on the open- 
ing day of the season. 

Less than 12 weeks after 40 specta- 
tors died following riots involving 
their fans at the European Cup final 
against Juventus in Brussels, chant- 
ing between rival groups of suppor- 
ters before the start of the match at 
Liverpool's Anfield home drowned 
out a memorial service for the Brus- 
sels victims. 

It was an inauspicious start to a 
crucial season in which English clubs 
will come under pressure to end 
years of trouble in their stadiums. 

Derek Warlock, Roman Catholic 
archbishop of Liverpool, was lead- 
ing a 30,000-strong crowd in singing 
the hymn Abide With Me in memory 
of the victims when Liverpool fans 
set up their own chants. Arsenal fans 
sang counter cheers, drowning out 
the hymn on the public address sys- 
tem. 


The incident augured ill for a 
season in which the 92 ■ Football 
League clubs are effectively on trial, 
to prove both to world opinion and 
the British government that they 
have tamed the notorious violence of 
their supporters. - 

Police at some big matches were 
also monitoring any crowd trouble 
through a periscope video camera 
with zoom lens from a truck dubbed 
*the hoolivan. ’ 

“There is no hiding place." Birm- 
ingham club secretary Andrew 
Waterhouse warned his errant sup- 
porters.

NEW YORK (Reuter). - Twelve 
years after losing to Billie Jean King 
( - ^ in teams' first “Battle of the Sexes", 
'* Bobby Riggs is training for a mixed 
doubles game, with a difference. 

Riggs, now 67, and fellow Amer- 
ican Vitas Gerulaitis have chal- 
lenged the world's leading women's 
pair. Martina Navratilova and Pam . 
Shriver, to a five-set match in Atlan- 
tic Gty, New Jersey, on August 23. 

As brash as ever, Riggs is confi- 
1 dent he and the equally-outspoken 
Gerulaitis will beat the women in the 
“Challenge of the Sexes" match and 
claim the winners’ cheque of 
$300,000. The losers take $200,000. 

Many tennis experts believe that 
Riggs and Gerulaitis, past his prime 
at 31, will be biting off much more 
than they can chew. 

The match came, about after a 
(!, remark by Gerulaitis during last 
'■ year’s U.S. Open championships. 
He (Said the tOOth-ranked men’s 
player would easily beat Navratilo- 
va, the best all-round women's play- 
er for many years. *Td bet my bouse 
on it,’’ Gerulaitis added. 

An offended Navratilova, the 
world No.l, said she felt she would 
have a good chance of beating the 
100th-ranked man - and perhaps a 
few male players ranked even high- 
er. 

Gerulaitis says be had not meant 
to denigrate women’s tennis by his 
comments. “I'm not going to make 
any apology. I wasn’t being nasty. I

was just giving cbe facts. 1 think 
Martina and Chris Evert Lloyd 
should get the same money as the 
men at the Open, but that the rest of 
the women shouldn't.” 

The New Yorker hedged his bets 
at a recent press conference, declin- 
ing to predict a male victory. Riggs, 
however, was in no doubt. 

“We’ll win because niy partner 
will be by far the superior player on 
the court," said Riggs, who won the 
Wimbledon singles championship in 
1939 and the U.S. Nationals, the 
precursor of the U.S. Open, in 1939 
and 1941. 

But-Riggs was not so sure when he 
was asked if he was the same player 
who beat Margaret Court of Austra- 
lia, then the world No.l, in 1973 and 
lost to King at the Houston Astro- 
dome. “I’m certainly older now. but 
I'm still a fair player: but I'll be 
playing with a great player against 
two good players and well beat 
them.” 

Shriver, who won over 100 
straight doubles matches with Nav- 
ratilova before losing at Wimbledon, 
needled Gerulaitis good-naturedly 
over the match. “You must be hav- 
ing trouble with the guys to get 
involved in something like this,” she 
said to Gerulaitis, who has had diffi- 
culty winning matches lately.

- Maccabi Tel Aviv 
began basketball practice in earnest 
last • week, in . preparation for. their- 
quest for three glittering prizes - the 
local league and cup yet again, and, 
above all, the European Cup. Their 
prospects of success have never been 
brighter. 

A great deal of time and energy 
was devoted in the off-season period 
to the administrative war against 
Hapoel. which ended in a Maccabi 
victory, at least for this season. They 
are going to be allowed to play both 
Lee' Johnson and Kevin Magee as 
guest players in local matches. 

' As far as the players are con- 
cerned. many changes are taking 
place. Captain Lou Silver has neith- . 
er signed a contract nor come to 
practise. He and Maccabi President 
Shimon Mizrachi have had one 
meeting, which was reportedly 
pleasant and cordial, but also incon- 
clusive. It seems that the veteran 
Maccabi ace’, knowing that he is 
approaching the twilight of his 
career, wants an opportunity to play 
basketball in Europe, or. if chat 
opportunity doesn't materialize, he 
says he is ready to devote himself full 
time to his law practice. Whether he 
can give up basketball, particularly 
Maccabi basketball, without serious 
withdrawal pains, and whether Mac- 
cabi is ready to play without his 
valuable services this coming season, 
is yet to be determined. 

Thirty-five-year-old Aulcie Perry 
announced at the end of last season 
that he was retiring from the sport. 
Fe« believed him. particularly after 
the-great contributions he made last 
\ear. Aulcie Perry fans believed he 
had at least one more good season 
left in him. Aulcie has not yet come 
forward and is evidently adhering to 
his decision. 

Young Yoav Kadmon. who 
showed sparks of greatness lost year 
as a substitute for Mickey Berkovitz. 
has decided to pursue'his education 
at Gamon College in Erie. Pa. Gan- 
non is one of the better Division II 
basketball teams in the U.S. A. 

The rest of the chanipionsbip team 
comes back intact, although Motti 
Aoresti has not yet signed a new 
contract, but is coming to practices; 
and Howard Lasso ff. also unsigned, 
lias not returned from his honey- 
moon. 

Maccabi have brought up three 
youngsters from the youth league. 

■ but there are three major changes 
that should not only give them the 
local championship, no matter which 
league it is. but also give them an 
excellent chance for the European 
championships. During the off- 
season they signed 2. lm. Corky Nel- 
son. who played in Europe last year. 
Before that. he played in Israel for 
Hapoel Ramat Gan and two years 
ago for Maccabi Darom. Corky will 
give them the all-important bench 
suengtbtihMMaccahi^otsorely.rms- 
seefc- immebent ^yeanai Nelson, is a 
veteran who can spell either of Mac- 
cabi's big men during tbe course of a 
game. He is capable of a lot of 
playing time.

For Rubin, longtime wheelchair 
champion in both the javelin and 
shot-put, her success in Belgium 
marked a new achievement in a 
glittering athletic career, as the 
athletes competed in a standing posi- 
tion and not from a wheelchair. 

The evergreen Rubin - mother of 
three children - contracted polio at 
the age of four and has been a 
member of Dan’s Sports Centre for 
the Handicapped in Ramat Gan ever 
since its inauguration in I960. She 
has been participating in the Stoke 
Mandeville Games for the Hand- 
icapped in England for more than 
two decades and has represented 
Israel at all eight Olympic Games for 
the Physically Disabled to date - 
always competing from a wheel- 
chair.

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ENGLISH: : 
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Changing Israel’s norms 

COMMON wisdom has it that only the ultra-nationalist fringe 
of the Meir Kahane kind could pose a real threat to the 
traditional norms and values of Israel's democratic society. But 
during the past year the roots of this danger have penetrated 
much deeper and become far more widespread. 

There are all sorts of political explanations with which people 
in the nationalist camp try to shrug off talk about impending 
danger to Israel’s democracy and to due legal process. The most 
accepted argument is that with the advent of Kahanism on 
Israel’s political scene, both the Likud and die more nationalist 
Tehiya party have to toe a harder and more extreme line in their 
rhetoric. This argument applies particularly to the dominant 
Herat wing of the Likud, where the leadership position of Vice 
Premier Yitzhak Shamir is threatened by his party rivals Ariel 
Sharon and David Levy. 

But extremist, and often inciting, rhetoric does carry weight 
with certain sections of the people and there is only a small step 
between sharp words and irresponsible deeds, as has been 
amply proved last month during the dramatic events in Afula. 

As a result, some of Israel's most sacred institutions, such as 
the upholding of the rule of law through the country's 
independent judiciary, the special position, of the attorney- 
general and totally independent police investigation, have 
recently come under question. 

Unfortunately, Likud leader and Vice Premier Shamir has 
become one of the worst offenders in this respect. Apparently 
motivated by the need to justify his leadership ability of the 
nationalist camp, his rhetoric sometimes seriously infringes on 
the very foundations of a democratic society which is ruled by 
law. 

Mr. Shamir's repeated demands for immediate clemency for 
the sentenced Jewish terrorist underground members are well 
remembered. His argument that they are good, though mis- 
guided, patriots, who regret their terrorist actions which cost 
human lives, was refuted by the sentenced Jewish terrorists 
themselves. 

But it seems, as of late, that Mr. Shamir is prepared to take 
up any nationalist cause and defend its justification, even if it 
means outright interference with the due process of law. 

Mr. Shamir's various political statements during the past few 
days regarding what appears to involve two serious infringe- 
ments of the law are a case in point. Commenting on the current 
police investigation into allegations of large-scale fraudulent 
actions in the purchase of land in the West Bank, the Vice 
Premier warned against a “witch-hunt" and urged the police 
not to be too meticulous in their investigation and not to be 
influenced by the “defeatists in the media and in certain 
parties.” Mr. Shamir went even further in defence of possible 
fraudulent deeds by stating that “redeeming land in Eretz 
Yisrael often necessitated crafty and tricky devices,'’ and that if 
the investigation would be carried too far it could endanger 
those ready to sell land, who, in any case, are threatened by 
terror. 

As to the unlawful occupation of an apartment in the casba in 
the heart of Hebron, where four of the five Tehiya Knesset 
Membezs have taken over, following the eviction of the Jewish 
settlers, Mr. Shamir spoke of a return to the regime of the 
“White Paper” under the British mandate which closed off 
large sections of the country to Jewish settlement. The fact that 
the purchase of the flat by Jews, if it was ever made, was never 
approved by the military government and was therefore not 
legal, did not seem to bother the Vice Premier and former 
prime minister who is due to head Israel's government once 
more in 14 months. 

A poor example, indeed, for a national leader of ffie rank of 
Mr. Shamir. 

Beyond Botha’s speech 

THE WIDESPREAD and bitter disappointment which fol- 
lowed South African President P.W. Botha’s address last 
Thursday reflects, in no small measure, an apparently acutely 
perceived sense of the necessity for change among many white 
South Africans - and much naivitd in the West. It was unlikely, 
to begin with, that the South African leader would be able to 
offer anything dramatic enough to significantly’ relieve the 
frustrations of the oppressed black majority. 

Had expectations been more muted, Thursday evening’s 
speech could well have been seen as a reaffirmation of 
President Botha's reformist line in the face of the ongoing 
violence. Just as easily he could have been expected to take the 
other tack and clamp down even more stringently, arguing that 
the blacks were “not yet ready for the responsibility’' implied 
by the mild reforms he has introduced so far. 

But to have announced major reforms during the congress of 
the ruling National Party in Natal would have been out of style 
for President Botha or for any other Afrikaner leader. The 
Afrikaners are a proud people and Botha, for all his reformist 
reputation, is an Afrikaner by birth, temperament and voca- 
tion. He was hardly likely to have announced the end of 
apartheid under pressure. 

The party congress in the English-speaking Natal province is 
only the first of four provincial congresses of a highly de- 
centralised riding party. It also came on the eve of important 
by-elections where the “Nats,” as they are known, will face a 
strong challenge from the even more racist Conservative Party. 

The real test then is likely to come at the congresses of the 
party in the Cape - the President's home province - or in the 
Transvaal where it is strongest. 

President Botha’s rejection of what he called “attempts to 
paint me into a corner” apparently echo a bitter struggle 
between rival groups and policies within the circles of his 
government. Those who back the harder line in the face of the 
unrest and the concert of foreign pressure have , by all accounts, 
won the day. On the surface, at least, Mr. Botha dealt a slap in 
the free to his Foreign Minister Roelof Botha who has been the 
major conduit through which America has been pressuring 
Pretoria. 

But when all is said and done. President Botha and his 
Afrikaner government will have to negotiate with black South 
Africans. He reaffirmed as much in his speech last Thursday, 
but offered nothing concrete to even the most moderate of their 
spokesmen, such as KwazulU First Minister Gatsha Buthelezi 
or Bishop Desmond Tutu. His reiteration of the conditions for 
the release of the jailed African National Congress leader 
Nelson Mandela seemed almost calculated to irritate, rather 
than to assuage the passions of the millions of black people to 
whom he is a leader. 

It could be that Mr. Botha has no alternative to offer to 
old-time apartheid, other than an excruciatingly slow diminu- 
tion of white paternalism. On the other hand, it could also be 
that he and his Afrikaner colleagues are still grappling with the 
tremendous psychological and emotional leap of faith neces- 
sary to give up their privileged position ard move in relative 
peace towards more far-reaching reforms. 

Chief Buthelezi, now in Israel, has impressed all those who 
have met him here by his reasonableness. But he has not hidden 
that, what he terms “the seething pot of frustration”, can 
eventually undermine his own position: 

If President Botha and the Afrikaners will not begin to meet 
the undeniably just demands of even these moderate voices of 
black South Africa, they will play into the hands of the radicals, 
destroy their own future and immerse “the beloved country” in 
a nightmare of even bloodier violence. 


ACCORDING TO A recent edition 
of The Jerusalem Post, there was a 
gas explosion that killed nine in a 
supermarket in Andorra. The explo- 
sion was evidently not connected to 
any terrorist activity, but was the 
result of an accident, a throwback to 
the pre-paranoid days before bags 
■were searched as one boarded a jet. 
It reminded me of a song about the 
independent principality in the 
Pyrenees. 

The song celebrates Andorra's un- 
willingness and lack of need to par- 
ticipate in the normal weapons* 
acquiring characteristic of even the 
smallest and most primitive of states: 

"I want to go to Andorra, 

Andorra, Andorra. 

*7 want to go to Andorra, 
that's die place forme. 

They spend four dollars 
and ninety cents 
on armaments for their 
defence; 

did you ever hear of such 
confidence? 

Andorra, hip hoorah!" 

Now Israel spends a great deal 
more on armaments for its defence. 
And this spending has become the 
focus of a burgeoning debate about 
government budget priorities. .De- 
bates of this kind are not uncommon 
to modern economies, especially 
Western welfare states experiencing 

FOR YEARS we have heard about 
this country’s economic woes and 
have listened to politicians' sanc- 
timonious statements that Israel 
would never let its workers be used 
as “sacrificial lambs*' to ameliorate 
the economy. Yet, the government 
bas decided to force people from 
their jobs. 

The extent of the government's 
effort to reduce the work force is 
uncertain. In terms of proposed 
numbers, however, it has been re- 
ported by The Jerusalem Post that 
the government is “talking about firing 
8.UUU workers in the public sector - 
2,000 in its own ministries, 4.000 in 
the local authorities and another 
2,000 in agencies funded by the gov- 
ernment... there are previous com- 
mitments to fire about 6.000 
teachers and 3,500 Defence Ministry 
workers... and as a result of cuts in 
government orders, private em- 
ployers may also fire 12.000 work- 
ers.” 

The government’s decision to re- 
duce its work force may have been a 
necessary and in some respects 
appropriate response to the econo- 
mic situation. The cost of the action 
for some workers, however, is going 


little Or no economic growth. When 
there’s enough to satisfy all needs, 
the debate does not surface. But 
when tough choices have to be made 
about spending priorities, there is 
usually a fight over “guns or butter. " 

Perhaps there could be some addi- 
tional trimming of Israel's defence 
budget. There is a legitimate debate 
about the Lari prefect, and a de- 
tailed search would no doubt turn up 
some additional targets. After all. 
■ Israel is not well served by a spend- 
ing policy that keeps the army strong 
while the civilian infrastructures 
wither. 

But especially after the Lebanon 
debacle, it is critical for Israelis to 
underline the relationship of the IDF 
to national survival by handling this 
debate with the seriousness it de- 


IT IS not a debate to be described as 
being between doves and hawks: 
Dan Meridor MK. a Likud hardlin- 
er, favours additional cuts, while Dr. 
Yoram Peri, a Labour dove who

co-authored (with the prime minis- 
ter's economic adviser Amnon. 
Neubach) the pioneering study of 
the local military industrial complex, 
pleads for building up the Israel 
Defence Forces through the forging 
of a new- strategic consensus on its 
role. 

More than anyone else, doves 
understand that the continued su- 
periority of the IDF is a crucial 
component of peace-making. If 
Israel appears to be weakening signi- 
ficantly. the argument in favour of 
reconciling the Arab consensus to its 
existence weakens along with it. 

Furthermore, it is precisely those 
who are willing to pay in the curren- 
cy of territorial compromise, entail- 
ing a perceived weakening of 
strategic depth, who require the 
alternative deterrent shield of an 
IDF which maintains strategic super- 
iority over any realistic combination 
of adversaries. (These moderates 
are divided between those who base 
their deterrent strategies on nuclear 
weapons, and those who base them 


on conventional weapons, with all of 
the consequences as regards the pre- 
cise amount of territorial conces- 
sions they are willing to make.) 

•. In this regard, the current discus- 
sion in Israel is very different from 
the annual budget debate in 
Washington arid other Western 
capitals where, the liberals and the 
left adopt an almost instinctive anti- 
military posture. In Israel, the left, is 
hardly anti-military, notwithstand- 
ing debates about the proper-projec- 
tion of force. a debate in which many 
IDF heaw-weights are closer to the 
left. 

While it is true that Israel cannot 
ultimately keep up with the vast 
quantities of weaponry on the other 
side (should the countries in the 
Arab east reconstitute themselves as 
a side in the conflict with Israel) and 
that therefore a political process is 
called for. it is not true that the 
military component of such a cam- 
paign is insignificant. 

Nor should we delude ourselves 
with the notion that there would be a 


Importance of work

to be high, since the loss of work may 
be the precipitant of catastrophic 
psychological, health, financial and 
family problems. 

Whatever a worker's quality of 
life, any experience that leads to a 
worsening of that status is stress 
producing. The loss of a job carries 
with it the threat of life conditions 
becoming more difficult to manage. 
Studies have shown that with the 
exception of chronic illness or the 
death of a loved one, unemployment 
is the most significant cause of a 
person's stress. 

This simply means that people 
affected by unemployment are going 
to have increased rates of mental 
illness; suicide; homicide: alcohol 
use; cirrhosis of the liver: heart and 
vascular diseases: and. infant and 
maternal disorders. In England, it 
was found that unemployment was 


directly correlated to a rise in death. 
From the U.S. and Canada, social 
workers reported unemployment to 
be the chief reason for changes in the 
nature of their client case-loads, not- 
ing increases of family violence, 
child sexual abuse, teen-age preg- 
nancy’ and family breakdown, in- 
cluding separation and divorce. 

FOR MOST people, work is a fun- 
damental value associated with their 
existence. While work has a diversity 
. of functions and meanings for peo- 
ple. there was no misunderstanding 
on the pan of government policy and 
decision makers as to work's import- 
ance in Israel - especially in terms of 
affecting people's attitudes and be- 
haviour patterns. In one sense, work 
must be seen as an important means 
of controlling people’s aggression, 
hostility and violence. 


It is not hard to understand how 
the unemployed as well as the under- 
employed have been manipulated 
throughout history to serve as tools 
for inciting fear and oppression by 
proponents of extreme ideologies. 
Apparently, many of the conditions 
necessary to generate this abhorrent 
behaviour are present in Israel. 

It has been reported that the gov- 
ernment intends to set up Vocational 
training . programmes and provide 
tax incentives for private business- 
men to hire new workers. Such mea- 
sures do not reflect the type of 
comprehensive plan needed to 
address Israel's unemployment and 
economic problems. Rather, they 
are short-term efforts, which gener- 
ally have proven to be inadequate 
and ineffective in promoting neces- 
sary change. 

Unlike some European countries

plays in the straggle for peace. 

After all, this is not a near-mytlucai 
principality high up in the P^ees: 
we are on the ground, unwilling to 
refrain from confronting the necessi- 
ty of staying alive in a region where 
that most basic existential question 
remains unresolved. 

Unfortunately for those commit- 
ted to both welfare and peace, the 
. cost of keeping Israel strong enough 
to risk territorial concessions will 
continue to run high.

which have discarded large numbers 
of people by letting ihem sit quietly 
and idly without work, Israel must 
find immediate solutions to keep iis 
people working. If more jobs can be 
created by adjusting the work week 
to five davs, then legislation must be 
adopted now. It is nonsense to be- 
lieve. as does Labour and Social 
Affairs Minister Moshe Katsav. that 
the government cannot impose a 
five-day work week legislation. 
National work projects and con- 
servation corps efforts must be con- 
sidered viable options if there is little 
hope of reviving the economy in the 
near future. 

Responsible and in some respects 
radical steps must be taken now to 
stem the growing number of people 
who are without work. To allow this 
situation to continue unabated, 
especially in the development towns 
where the unemployment rate has 
been reported to be as high as.47 per 
cent, constitutes not only gov- 
ernment’s (as well as the Histad- 
rut’s) incompetence but malfeasance 
as well.

A GLIMMER OFHOPE

Sir, -The preamble to your adver- 
tisement for The Jerusalem Post In- 
ternational Edition affirms that 
“there exist many exemplary huma- 
nitarian acts between Jew and Arab 
which one hopes will lead to better 
relations. Unfortunately, most peo- 
ple around the world never heat; of

The following story underlines the 
truth of this statement. 

My son was travelling by bus with 
his wife and four small children near 
Afula at the time of the violence 
following the burial of the two mur- 
dered teachers. Seeing an Arab 
being attacked by four vicious thugs, 
he intervened. Throwing himself on 
the prostrate, unconscious form, he 
protected the victim from further, 
more serious damage, if not saving 
his life. Needless to say, the coward- 
ly quartet had taken to their heels. 
Fortunately for the Arab, my sou is 
an army-trained medic and was able 
to nurse him until his transfer to 
hospital. 

I read a report of the rampaging 
hooligans, saw TV coverage, but 
neither read of nor saw any such 
humanitarian behaviour. 

The story has an ironic ending. 
The next day, my son and his family 
boarded a bus to return home and 
there on the bus sat the injured 


Arab. He thanked my somewhat 
embarrassed son profusely for his 
timely intervention in impeccable 
Hebrew. The innocent victim of 
iriass hysteria Hail worked . for 20 
years on a very well known northern 
kibbutz. 

Perhaps some far-seeing editor 
might instruct his reporters and cam- 
eramen to seek out more such acts of 
heroism rather than vandalism. 
While it may not increase his news- 
paper's circulation considerably, it 
would most certainly restore his 
readers' pride, rather than shame at 
recent horrific events.

PROMOTING TOLERANCE

Sir, — In his. letter of June 4, 
Eliezer Whartman asserts his asto- 
nishment ahd dismay that neither 
The American Jewish Committee 
nor any other major American Jew- 
ish organization has spoken out in 
defence of the Conservative and Re- 
form movements in Israel, especially 
with respeetto Orthodox attempts to 
amend the Law of Return. This is 
simply not correct. 

We have not been silent. Indeed, 
last August 13, AJC hosted at its 
New York headquarters a press con- 
ference at which 17 American Jewish 
organizations joined in opposing 
moves in Israel to amend the Law of 
Return. 

Earlier, on August 2. AJC joined 
with 13 other American Jewish orga- 
nizations in sponsoring an ad oppos- 
ing proposals to amend the law. 
Again, when an attempt to introduce 


such an amendment in the Knesset 
was made on January l, 19S5. AJC 
leaders cabled Israel government . 
leaders and Knesset members urging 
rejection of the proposed measure./ 
We were gratified that the Knesset' 
rejected the motion. ' 

The Law of Return issue, and 
concern over the status of the Con- 
servative and Reform movements in 
Israel, were high on the agenda of 
AJCs Board of Governors when 
they visited Israel, as well as be- 
tween Israeli Arabs and Jews, and 
between Ashkenazim and Sephar- 
dim. These efforts form an integral 
part of the work of the AJC's Israel 
office, which bas sponsored numer- 
ous conferences and programmes on 
intergroup relations during the past 
20 years.

What I saw still troubles me 
greatly. A dozen or so soldiers and 
border police were strutting around 
wielding large sticks, shouting, prod- 
ding, and generally humiliating their 
cowed charges.

The average age of their lordships 
was very, very young. 


The passengers of an Arab bus 
were ordered out and required to 
stand in line and each man to show 
the contents of his bag.

But as each 
bent down, a border policeman sys- 
tematically sharply hit each one. 
both young and old, on the bead or 
shoulders with his club. 

It is, of course, the same old story. 
Statistically, it was unlikely that any- 
one there was a terrorist. Although 
naturally unlikely to be indifferent to 
their situation, some, possibly many, 
■would be trying to live as normal 
fives as possible. These swaggering 
hooligans and their machismo sticks 
possibly created several potential 
terrorists that afternoon. Massive re-, 
sources will now be spent on contain- 
ing them. 

If it made this old Jewish lady who 
loves this country so angry, just 
imagine the effect, day after day. on 
the recipients of such treatment.
